The  subject  is  the  well-known  mediaeval  legend  of  a virtuous 
Queen  wrongfully  accused  of  unfaithfulness  and  banished  from 
the  Court.  The  Queen’s  cause  is  taken  up  by  a chivalrous  knight 
(in  this  version  the  Archduke  Leopold  of  Austria),  who  suffers 
death  at  the  hands  of  her  false  accuser,  the  latter  himself  being 
killed  by  his  own  dog  after  a combat  in  the  ring.  The  now 
repentant  King  is  finally  re-united  with  his  Queen  through  the 
offices  of  a friendly  woodman,  who  leads  him  to  her  hiding  place 
in  the  forest. 

The  tapestry  is  woven  in  eleven  scenes  from  this  romance, 
each  scene  with  animated  groups  of  figures,  enclosed  within 
the  appropriate  background  of  buildings,  garden  or  landscape. 
Rhyming  couplets  above  and  below  the  scenes,  beginning  in  the 
right  lower  corner,  describe  the  various  episodes,  and  in  the  centre 
is  woven  a coat-of-arms  with  the  date  1554.
